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SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO SPECIES ELECTION 



Sir: 

In an Office Action mailed June 1 1, 2002, the Examiner has indicated that 
Applicants' previous response to species election filed March 4, 2002, was not fully 
responsive because Applicants elected SEQ ID NO. 19 which is not recited in claim 37. 



During a telephone discussion on June 19, 2002 with Examiner Shannon-Shah, 
Applicants explained that the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO. 19 is, in fact, recited in 
claim 37. In support thereof, Applicants provide the following elaboration of the peptide 
represented by SEQ ID NO. 19. 



SEQ ID NO. 19 is the peptide: RVQGRWKVRASFAK, which is alternately 
represented by the three letter code: Arg Val Gin Gly Arg Trp Lys Val Arg Ala Ser Phe Ala 
Lys. 
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Claim 37 is for an LPS binding and neutralizing protein comprising the amino acid 
sequence X-l -2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-1 0-1 1-12-1 3-14-Y, with definitions of what each variable (i.e. 
X, 1, etc.) can be.. 

SEQ ID NO 19 fits into the definition of claim 37 when: 

X is a linear chain consisting of zero amino acids; 

1 is arginine (condition met is that 10 is not lysine); 

2 is valine; 

3 is glutamine; 

4 is glycine; 

5 is arginine (condition met is that 10 is not lysine); 

6 is tryptophan; 

7 is lysine; 

8 is valine; 

9 is arginine; 

10 is alanine; 

1 1 is serine (condition met is that lo is not lysine); 

12 is phenylalanine; 

13 is alanine; 

14 is lysine; and 

Y is a linear chain consisting of zero amino acids. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that the peptide of SEQ ID NO. 19 is 
implicitly recited in claim 37, and therefore the species election previously filed is responsive 
to the prior office action.
